Primitive man expressed himself 
chiefly by means of grunts, growls, 
yells and other animalistic sounds, 
according to Sir Richard Paget, an 
English scientist who recently gave 
a lecture on the subject in London.

Little Rock, Ark., October 25.—(f) 
Asserting results had vindicated 
methods used in estimating cotton 
production as well as other crops. W. 
E’. Callender, of Washington, chair- 
, man of the crop reporting board of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, said here today the board 
had “no apologies to offer to its 
critics” in congress, 

“The board has made remarkable 
progress in methods used in crop es- 
timations,” he said, “and the prog- 
ress during the past three years par- 
ticularly has revolutionized our 
methods and brought better results.” 

Mr. Callender directed his state- 
ment to criticisms in the senate by 
Senators Heflin of Alabama ani 
Sheppard of Texas, as well as others. 

“Out of 83 forecasts of cotton pro- 
duction made by the board since it 
Started cotton estimates, 52 estimates 
have been below the final ginning fig- 
ures, while only 30 have been above 
final ginning figures.” he said. refer- 
ring to criticism of the board in many 
quarters that it had repeatedly over- 
estimated production.
